Many being interefſed inthe cauſe ( as they ſay ) will deſire to 
fee it,and ſpirits prickt forward by curioſity would not loofe their 
partes. Inthey-ere 15 99.the Flemi ngs being moleſted with the 


continuall courſes of them of Offend, cauſed certaine forts tobe - 


made about the towne,to bridle them , It is aboue three yeeres 
ſince this fiege begi,which was the fift of Tuly in the yeere 1601, 
we may thinke that the importance of the place, hath(during this 
time) furniſhed both the one & the ather withal deuiles poſlible, 
for the well afſaylimng & defending ofthe Towne.

Souldier when he comes forth ſpeakes like'a Maiſter in fortifica- 
tions, of Ramperes, Bulworkes, Spurres, Counterſcarfes, Rauc- 
lins, Trauerſes,Parapets, halfe Moones,Reduites or Blocke hou- 
ſes and ſuch like , 1 will alledge one example among many , ro 
ſhew the valour of the Souldiers of Offend : In the yeere 1602, 
the Arch-dukes men hauing ſurprized the Caltel of Ftendonch, 
the inhabitants reſolued toretrench themſelues againſt ir, (ſetting 
their Gariſon to worke, who were {chollers newly from this e- 
cademie,theſe good workmen made proofe in three houres whar 
they could doe, to the great amazement of the Spaniardes , who 
faid they could not be men, ſeeing the Canon did not force them 
to retire a foote, orels that every anc had a new life in his cofers. 
As for Phiſtians and Surgians , Mounlieur Moerbeke of Haigh, 
is held for 8 Phemy, Alexander Cornrtman of Audwerp is very fa- 
mous,& all ſuch as haue practiſed is Offexd,hauc purchaſed a pre- 
rogatiue aboue the reſt, The like isof all men that haue bin im- 
ployed there, finally this lictle booke is good for Souldiers, who 
ſhall learne therein many excellent points of their profe(ſon, tri- 
ed at the coft of other men, and ready to be put in praQiſe : nei- 


ther ſhall it be vnproficable co any, ſeeing that we liue in this per- 
uerſe age towards the diſſolution of the world threatned of all 
fides with wars, like yato a poore traueller , which ſees the Hea- 
uen overcal? threatning a ſtorme iathe mid(i of a plaine Champi- 
on. +8 for delight : Ifany one ſceke to pleaſe his ralte, the variety 
of the diſcowſe will miniſter ſufficient matter: My intention in 
writing theſe ſimple remembrances, free from all other affeRion,

Thefirſt of September, a Captaine came to Miadle- 
bourch with fiuc priſoners, to preſentthemito-his Excel- 
lencie: they ſaid the enemic didnortthoore fo furioull 
as he had done, 'and that the: breach neere rhe halte 
Moone was fiue yardes wide and deepe cnough;with- 
out any annoyance tothe Towne+ and yetthe enemie 
had made ne meanestoſtop it;buthad oncly gathered 
togethcra greatquantitic of Bowes,yerbyithe opinion 
of the polegedchevidighe caſily haue done it;forrhat 
at a lowe water it is not aboue foure foote deepe;They 
hauecalſo planted theirgabions atongtheirtrenchesthe

The 8. of September a Gentleman of Dow Catris

F But when we ſhall conſider the preparations which 
they of the Towne had made to receiue them, we can 
neuer be ſufficiently amazed at the enemies blind- 
neſſe, who without any likelyhood of good ſucceſle, 
hazard-the poore Souldiers , and leade them with- 
out pittie-to the; laughter , the which may iultly be 
called the rage of furious beaſts , that runne with- 
out all reaſon or conſideration to their deaths, and 
in ſtecde of viforie reape nothing but diſhonour. 
The vſuall meanes to take a. place beſieged., hath 
beene by Mines, Sappe, or Breache,. and when that 
4 could not preuaile , to cut. of their vituals and to 
4 famiſh them , wherein the Spaniards haue yer preuai- 
4 led nothing. 
And to the end the reader may more caſily con- 
ceiue whatthe enemy had done to come tothe aſſault, 
he muſt ynderſtand thathe had approached as necre

ding difficult, ſo could it notſucceed well . From the 
beginning of: the ſiege vnto this day the enemy hath 
ſtill battered this Bulwarke furiouſly , and there were 
ſo many thouſands of bullets init, as ſome would haue 
vndertaken to haue made itnevw for the Bullets: and yet 
the enenue could not make a breache ; the Bulwarke 
i5 alittle disfigured, ſo as a man vnarmed and without 
any oppoſition might mount'vp , but a man armed 
could not by any meanes , for thar it is like vnto a 
mount of Sand , and very ſteepie, from whence they 
| hould fall rather then aduance a foote: beſides they 
muſt force ſeauen Paliſadoes , made of great Piles, 
which are within thePorte , one a Musket ſhotre from 
another, all which they muſt breake before they come 
to the foote of the Bulwarke , then in the way as they 
mount there are certaine mines tv blowe vp-: and in 
paſſing the Musketiers of the halfte Moone, and of the 
counterſcarfe would ſo welcome them, as many of 
them would forget to returne vnto their campe: more- 
ouer there are 13. Canons hidden in the counterſcatfe 
and other places,charged with chaines and peeces of

Notwithftanding all theſe 
it difficulties,no aduiſc of the old Captaines;(who

The 22. a Burges of Scluſe came to Fleſingue, who 
brought newes of the ſiege of 0Fend : ſaying that the 
Arch-duke was reſolued not to abandon it yatill he

The 23. of September it was written from Oſtend, 
that Colonel Yehtenbruche had beene ſlaine in the Eng- 
liſh quarter with a Musket ſhot the night before, which 
ſtrooke him in the backe and came out at his throate: - 
and that a little before a French Captaine named Po- 
werade. had likewiſe beene ſlaine with a Musket inthe

The ſame day there entred two ſhips by the month 
or gollet , laden with all kinde of Munition and viau- 
alles, and two Dromlers laden with bowes :. the ſame 
night the enemic brought great ſtore of bowes vpon 
the Eaſt-ſide ynder the Fortes , labouring yery much

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berwixt the Catteyes and Reiſern-heubt; they broughr 
alſo vpon the South a great number of Wagons laden 
with bowes, as ifthey mentto ſtay there ten yeares. 
On the other {ide they of the Towne laboured as 
carneſtly in the Engliſh trenches , ypon the Weſt and 
Fortificati- Southſide of the Towne, and ioyned them togeather 
bileeed, with certaine forts, that is , with the Boulwarke which 
is within the Polder without the Towne, and the two 
abandoned trenches with the halfe Moone, the which 
is before the trenches onthe welt pare,ſo as theſe foure 
peeces were made all one, withoutall danger of water 
in VVinter. 

'TheEngliſh trench vpon the Weſt was made ftron- 
ger and thicker, and alſo more aduanced towardes the 
South and North, cuen vnto the cauſtic (the which is 
about 50. or 60. foote long)where before it was open, 
ſo as te cnemy might eaſily ſhoote vpon the Polder 
Bridge, and did commonly hurt and kill ſome ſoul- 
dirs. 

The halte Moone on the Weſt fidewas ioyned with 
Cattey fort, to the Weſt trench with a Ditch and Piles, 
and Yron pikes before it, ſo as this halfe Moone was 
excecding ſtrong. 

Thoſcofthe Towne placed two Canons in the caſe- 
mate, the which is betwixt the Weſt Boulwazke and 
Helmont, to batter the enemies trenches , right againſt 
the Porke-clpicke, the enemie did all he could to dil- 
mount and breake them, and in the end they drew 
downe a double Canon againſtthePorke-clpike , and 
from thence plaied ypon theſe two peeces , but they 
ſhot ſo furiouſly fromthe Towne, as the enemie was 
forced to ceaſe his battery being broken : aftertharthe

The 2x. of September. a ſhip laden with plankes 
was caſt away,yetall the men were ſaued: there entred 
ſome others into the towne, at whom the encmie ſhott 
but hirno man.

The trenches without ypon the VVeſt ynto Cowe- 
bridze,and thoſewhuch ſtretch towards thc South and

by a troope of Muskcticrs from the Ravefn which is 
ypon the counterſcarte right againſt the Spanith Bul- 
warke, ſo as they left many of their men there * there 
were bur foure of the towne hurt : the Chururgians of 
the towne went therher afterwards,and brought away 
Sacks full of mans greaſe which they had drawne out 
of their bodies , There was as great aboundance of 
bloud, as if there had beene a great combate fought, 
and there was much without the halte Moone : the 
round was ſtrowed of all ſides with arines,legges and 

hands : ſuch'as went thether firſt, found much money 
vponthe dead men, and garments of good price, with 
perfumed Gloues , whereby it ſeemes that many Spa- 
niards and men of commaund were {laine there, 
They had alſo brought with them many prepara- 
tives and deuiſes to burne the Bridge , and many 
Spades, Hammers, Hatchets , Pike-axes, and other 
inſtruments,as it were to make ſome fortification. 

The enemie carryed bis batterie from betwixt the 
Cateyes, vnto the Sea ſide towards the North. 

Arnight there went forth foureteenc ſhippes , and 
not any one came in, A Burgaignon priſoner ſaid, that 
in this laſt aſſault there were nor flaine abou cightie 
fiue or cightie ſixe vpon the place , amongſt the 
which there were ſ@me men -of commannd : hee 
ſayde moreouer that they would tay it out all Win- 
ter, and that his Highneſſe had made prouiſion of 
ſtuffe to builde lodgings forthe Souldiers round about 
the rowne. 

The 18. there was nothing remarkeable, bur thar 
WARES 6_ 
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wwo French men fled to the enemie, 

The 19. of October, the encmic made high defen- 
ccs ypon their battery at the Eaſt: afternoone they of 
the Towne diſcouered a great troupe ot their cnc- 
mies going from Mtlberts tortto the fort of La Preyre S, 
Jean,and vpon the Eaſt fide many VVagons laden with 
Bauins the which they carricd to the fort they hauc at 
the downes.

"This day the enemy ſhot from this nerv barterie,and 
to aduance this trench they lett their trenches vpon the 
South and Welt parr. 

Art night there camc into the Towne foure ſhips and 
one barke full of men,the enenue ſhot at them in vaine, 
they diſcoucred their Gabions nine thicke. 

A Germane of the enemies Campe came & yeelded 
himſelfe into the Towne, who ſaid, that there was cx- 
ceeding great want 1n it: that all ſouldicrs which could 
findeany meanesto flic forſooke the armic; and that 
the enemy would plant-nine Canons at his Gabions. 

Afﬀternoone the water being retired they began tola-

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bour againe at their batterie, betwixtthe Cateyes and 
Retſern-heubt, which they drew downalong to the Sea, 
to batter the ſhips onthe North-ſfide of theolde towne, 
as well onthe Welt {1de as onthe Eaſt , wherein they 
ſpent all thar night. 

The 22, of Otober, 4.4. ſhips paſt out ofthe Towne, 
and rwo entred, one laden with Engliſh Beare and the 
other of Breda , at whom the enemy ſhot little. 

Theſameday before noone the encmic brought ma- 
nie cartes laden with bauins to the fort which 1s at the 
downes , anddid lengthen thenew trench, which is ar 
the lower end of the Gollet with three Gabions, and 
after dinner there paſt a great troupe of Souldicrs from 
the Weſt tothe Eaſt. 
A The foreſaid fugirue ſaid that the enemies reſolutt- 
I ons was to make his chiefe atrempt vpon the Eaſt-fide, 
and he ſaid moreouer thatif he could ſtoppe the entrie 
of the ſhips,he would be maiſter of the Towne within

They plaied both with Canon and Musket on either 


ſide all that day. 

After dinner they of the Towne diſcouered abouc a 
100. catts which the enemy conducted to the Eaſt,to 
the fort which is beneath the downes. 

They of che towne labored continually at the Blindes - 
(the which are workes of earth, of a meane height, 
ſquareorin cubit,to couer themwhich go inthe ſtreets, 
and to recemue the Bullets) againſt the enemies batteries 
and trenches which are at the Cateys; that day the fire 
tooke their lodgings on the Eaſt-f1de. 

The night of the 22. day there was much ſhooting 


on either ſide » bath with Canon and Musket , ſo asit 
H hindred 
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hindered the enemies worke , whereas they had late: 
ly planted their Gabions : yer they did notleaue to con- 
du many cattes with Bauins towarde theit new 
battery , from whence they made cight or ten ſhot that 
day, asalſo ſome from their batteries which areat the 
downes. 

About ten ofthe clocke at night 25. or 26.ſhips wenr 
out atthe Hauen and the enemy neuer ſhot at them: 
there entred two laden with Engliſh Beere and other 
victualles , at whome they made two ſhot , but hure 
them nor. 23>. 

The 23. of Oftober,the.enemy ſhotall night with his 
firie Bullets and ſtones into the Towne, the which hurt

The ſame night as the former, they of the Towne 


ſhot furioully ypon the Gabions which are neere vnto 
the Gollet,and hindred the enemies worke : there went 
forth alſo three or foure Shippes at whom they neuer 
ſhor.

The 23. of Ofober, a Captaine of a S ppc went 
in a cocke boate round about the Gabions , which are 
vpon the Golletto view them,where he found no man, 
nor any one ncere,burt onely three which had binſlaine

That day there went no Shippe in nor out, and 
for that it rained much, there was no ſhooting,and like- 
wile for the ſame reaſon the enemy left labouring, _ 

The night of the rwenty ſixt day, was foule 
weather -and a great tempeſt , which was the cauſe 
that the Canon plaied not, but inthe morning they 
ſaluted one another. . 

The Sea(being ſwelled extraordinarily by reaſon of 
this tempeſt,)carried away ſome of their Gabions which 
werenot yet fully filled nor faſtened, 

The Water at the very ſame time was riſen ten or 

twelue yardes vp intothe trench which is ypponthe 
Gollet, ſo as the enemic had no man there, and vpon 


the South and Sourh-weſt a League and a halfe vp 
H 2 into 
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into the countrie , which couered moſt of theenemies 
crenches : and there was nothing to be ſeene drye but 
their Plat-formes , whether they had retyred them- 
ſelues, this torment was the cauſe that no ſhip went 
innorout. It did ſomewhat indamage the towne at 
the Porke-eſpike , and the Falſe-Braye, yet not ſo much 
but it was in few houres repaired. 

The 27. atnight, according to their commendable 
cultome,they ſhott ſtore of fierie Bullets and Flints of 
eytherſide.

Aboutten of the clocke they of the towne made 
a. Sallic of 60. or 7 0. men,and ſome Leapers and Fri- 
boters, charging vpon the enemies Gabions the which 
they tooke . There were about 60.men labouring in 
them,who fled: preſently there came 35. or 36. of the 
enemies Horſe vypon them , ſo as hauing viewed well 
the gabions , they were forced to retire : one of their 
ſouldiers was flaine, and three or foure hurt with the 
Canon . The Canon of the Spaniſh Bulwarke and of 
Pekel (which had beene planted ro that end, ) played 
through the enemies, and ouer-threw ſome of their 
horſe-men,one of them was drawne by his horſe euen 
vnto the towne Trenches , who being ſearched, there 
were found abouthim elcuzn Roſe-nobles': an other 
was taken 8& broughrnecre the Towne ,Where he was 
flaine. there were allo many footemen laine with the 
Canon, in the meane time the enemie ſhott from the 
Welt part vpon the Towne, where they did no other 
hurt burſtrooke off a Souldiers arme. 
The 30. of Oftober no veſſell wentin nor out : the 
Towne was much indomaged by the great torment, 


who preſently - ſought to repaire what had beenc 


broken. 
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Afeer dinner ſome Carts laden with Fagots, muni- 
tion and yictuals , were condutted towards the Forte 
which is at the Eaſt on the Downes: the enemy made 
ſome ſhott from the Welt againſt the Porke-cſprke,and 
from the Eaſt into the towne. | 
Traitos Theſameday ſome traitors wete taken within the 
ren in towne,of whom we will ſpeake in another place. 
Thelaſt of Otober there went no veſlell in nor out. 

The enemies laboured ſtill behinde their Gabions, 
they of the towne ſhott vehemently vpon them from 
Flammemburg ( a high Platforme ſo called being with- 
in the Towne) : they withour laboured alſo vpon the 
Eaſt at their new chanell.to make it deepe enough, for 
that the countrieis high in that place. 

At fourc of the clockin the afternoone,a great flote 
driven with the Nor-weſt winde ouerthrew nine Ga- 
bions , which they without had planted to coner their 
labourers from the towne Canon, but for that they 
were tyed together with Cables , they remained in the 
{ameplacc. 

Thenew battery on the Eaſt fide vnder the downes, 
was all drownd the tide hauing neuer becne ſo great 
on that ſide. 

They diſcouered more Cartes laden with Bauins on 
the Eaſt part then the day before. 

Vpon the South and South-eaſt , che countrie was 
all couered with water abouc a league abour, & all the 


trenches on the Weſt vader the Sand-downes,and to- 1 
wards the South and South-eaſt were full of watcr, \ 
ſoas the enemiewas forced to flic vp to their higheſt

Captaines, ten Wallons, and nine Italians, and ſome 
Germanes and Flemmings , with ſome thouſandes of 
ſouldicrs, all men of commaund,and workemen, and 
that its apirrifull thing to ſee how the new Spaniardes 
and Italians, diced muſcrably for colde and other diſ- 
commodities.

The Generall 
having fully vnderſtoofle the confefſron of this priſo- 
ner, and knowitip tharit was tric, for chat 4liccle before 
he had recciued the like aduice from diuets places , be- 
ing conformable there vnto\, and with all that he had 
made triall of the weakenale of his mertin this laſt aC. 
ſault, and that he had not ſouldiers ſufficient to man all 
the places of the Towne;& to  defei{themy herfhoughr 
it fir, ( to breake of rhe enemies defſeigtie, and to avoid 
this danger, andalſo to 'gaine ſomt'time) to entertaine 
him it, a vaine hope, andynder colour of corr fre 
on, to ſpend fome dayes in parle, ngt doubtitg vr to 
draw itſo outin lengrh,vntill't the fi cor whichfle exL 
pected were ariucdat the leaſt ke ſhould haite ſomtiine 
ro ſet hismen'in'order; and in themeane'time to-pre-

The 22. of December Generall Yere was all day 
buſied in diſpoſing of his guard, and in ſetting a bet- 
ter order among the Souldiers , ro endure a new af- 
fault if the enemie had charged them : the enemie 
was alſo all the day in-armes and changing of his 
ouardes , which was the cauſe they began to ſhoote 
againe on cither ſide, 

There came from the Fleete into the Hanen 32. 
fayle, at whom the enemiec ſhott from foure batte- 
reries, yea from thatwhich is vpon the Gollet, butthe 
greateſt harme they d1d,was to ſhoote through ſome 
of them , yet all the marchandiſe and euery thing 
within them was ſafe.

The ſameday there came fonretecne ſaile into the

Canon ſhotte, but did them little harme, onely one

Aboutnoonea wagonwent from Albert fort to 
the Catcyes, they which ſeemed to be well laden,about 
the which there were ſome horſmen; they of the towne 
made two ſhot atthem from Sand- hill, which did beate 
the Wagon in peeces and ſcattered the horſemen. 

The 2.9.the enemy began againeto ſhoote with firy 
Bullets 8 ſtones, the which they had not done in ſomc 
dayes paſt. 

Arnighr there went forth 4. ſhips,at whom the ene- 
mie made ſome ſhot from their battery which is vpon 
the Goller,but did not hurt them: anlTrtalian becing in 
gard was taken by the necke 8 brought into the towne, 
who ſaid that thegreateſt parrof the men of warre were 
retyred,and that : v2 remainedno more in the Campe 
but what was neceſſary for the ordinary gardes the 
which was falſe,as appearcd afterwards. A horſeman 
of the enemies ( the water being low, ) entred into the 
olde Towne,and tookea Sargeant priſoner, but a Mus- 
keticr ſhot ſo well after him as he killed his horſe be- 
rwixt his legs, & by this meanes freed the Sargeant,the 
horſman notwithſtanding ſaned himſelfe,and the ſad- 
dlewas bronghtinto the Towne. 

The enemy planted on two broken batteries at the

Haeffren, Captaine Nz- 
cholas Fandenlier , anda linetenant of the new Geulx, 
rwo Engliſk Liuetenants, an Auncient, two fouriers of 
Capraine Heeffrens, a gentleman of Generall Yeres, and 
Sir Horatio Yere was hurt in the les. 


The Arch-duke ſent a crumper! the next day to haue 


leaueto ſearch among the dead,the which was granted 
him forfoure houres. 

The names ofthenoble men and chiefes which come 
manded the Arch-dukes men at this aſſault are Cont 
Farneſe an Italian with 2000. men of his Nation a- 
The com. $ainſt Sand-hill . The Cont Bouquoy with 2000. men 
* manders Vponthe Gollet againft the Eaſt Rauclin , but forthat 
names for the ride was t00 high before he began to charge, he re- 
_—_ tired and went vpon the halfe Moone, from whence he 
tl: was expelled. The Goucrnor of Dixmude with 2000. 
men againſt the Porke-eſpike , who was repulſt, another 
Captaines with 5o0.men vpon the weſt Rauelin ,& an 
otherwith;00.menalſo againſt the ſouth ſquares(there 
are fortifications made in {quare, whereof they take th?

5 Ood brather, after my humble commendations 
f done vnto you,T will let you ynderſtand thatT am 
in good hcalth thankes be vato God, hoping to haue 
F the like newes of you,moreouer I would not faile to ac- 
quaint you with that which paſſeth here, firſt you muſt 
yaderſtand that I haue great want and much paine, as 
well by reaſon of the bad weather, as through cold; for 
X all the Country here abouts is coucred with water,and | 
; weare very ill payed, and without hope of any better | 
hereafter, which is the oncly reaſon why our caemics | 
holde Offend ſo long. 
They are as ſtrong as they were the firſt day wee 
came before it; and we know not what meanes there is 
h to take it, being impregnable, if God doe not looke on 
j vs in metcic and pittie , and take compaſſion of our ex- 
treame miſcries, and of the great mortality which is a- 
mong the poore ſouldiers; we are 48. houres in the 
Water in garde in the trenches , and neuer ſtirre, and 
arenotmuch better in our quarter; and yet wee muſt 
take all patiently , and beſides all this wee doe day- 
ly yea hourelye expoſe our bodies to the mercie of 
7 the Canon , Musket, Stones , Grenadoes , and other 
fy ſmall veſſels full of wilde-fire , without ſtrawe to lie 
s on , vicualles or any thing elſe , but what wee buye 
for foure times the value , you may thereby geſle 
; in what caſe a poore ſouldier les , that is nakedand 
without money at this time , the which is righelye 
nes bans - 
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ro dic of hunger and colde; this raignes chiefly among 
the Souldiers new come from 7alie and Sparine, whom 
I haueſeene 18. or 29.dying together behind our quar- 
ter, Formy part God be thanked I haue neither beene 
ſicke nor hurt , and I haue a crowne 11 my purſe, the 
which makes me to holde my ſelfe the happieſt Souls 
dierinthe armie , for money 1s dainty heere, and it is 
held a ſtrange thing to ſee a peece of filuer. The God 
of all mercie helpe vs ; but truely iris a great folly to 


belecuethat his Highneſfe can take Offeng, From the 


Campethis 29.of December 16 o 1. 

The8.of Tanuary there were great numbers of dead 
bodies ſeene before the olde towne 4.0. and yo. on a 
heape all naked: they were all goodly young men and 
black,as Spaniards and aliens. The Arch-dukes men 
had carried away three Boates full. They had a white 
marke in their hattes for a token : ſome priſoners ſayd 
they had beene forced tothis aſſault by the Arch-duke, 


who had beene drawne thereynto by ſome Capraines, 


- which deſired to finde a meanes to free themfelues 


from theſe toyles and miſcries,and ro ſecke to make an 
end of the ficge of 0ftehd : the which was alſo his 
Highneſſe intention, and indeed'it freed a great num- 
ber of the miſeries of this world . They ſay they had 
made an othe to put all to the ſword they ſhould finde 
inthe rowne, both women and children. 

The g. day there was little ſhooting on either ſide. 
This day the Capraines and men of commaund of the 
rowne which had beene flame at the laſt aſſault, were 
honourably buried. ; | 

There was no ſpeech of any flaine or hurt in the 
rowne,ſome of the enemics which had becne ſlaine or

drowned atthe laſt aſſault,were caſt vp by the ſea into 
theold towne, ſome of them were richly apparelled 
and had good bontic. 

The 10. of Tanuary the Muskets played hotely on 
either ſide, as for the Canon they of the towne ſhote 
more thea the enemie,and it{cemed the enemies were 
ſo amazed with the reception they had had of them 
of the towne,as they knew not what to doe,ſuch as cf- 
caped,thought ſtill that death held them by the rhroar. 

The 17. day there was no great ſhooting , and that 
without any great cfte&t, bur piercing of houſcs : Thar 
day there came certaine ſhips full of men of watre to 
the flcete before 0ftend, the which did much reioyce 
them of the towne, but as ſome Captaines and Soul- 
diers would hauc centred into the towne, the enemie 
hott at them, and ſluc ſome : and about three of the 
clock in the afternoone ſome Ships and Barkes com- 
ming towards the towne,the enemy ſhott ar them,and 
ſtrooke a ſhip betwixtwinde and water, and ſunke a 
Barke which was before the North-hauen , bur all the 
men were ſaued , oncly two Souldicrs were hurt, but 
without any danger. 

The night before the 12. day there was great ſhoo- 
ting of Muskets on either fide: they of the towne ſhot 
two houres together ficric Bullets and great ſtones. 
thenthey ceaſed vntill day,when as they began againe, 
the tempeſt was ſo great as no ſhip could come into 
the towne, there was no man hurr. 

In the beginning of the night, the tide being gone, 
ſome of the enemies horſemen paſt by the olde porte 


into the olde towne, with an intenr to ſer fire of the 


Barkes , with the which they brought the Souldicrs 
W p 3 21" 
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fromthe ſhips into the towne, but they of the towne 
ſhott ſo furiouſly after; them from Helmont and the 
Weſt Bulwarke, both with Canon and Musket,as they 
forced them ro retire with ſpeed, 

All this night was ſpent in fetching of the Souldiers 
from the ſhips vato the Towne, the whuch was done 
without the loſle or hurt of any man. 

Themorning being faire there cntred 16. ſhips by 
the golletinto i 4 rowne, at whom the enemies ſhott 
much,and did nothing but pierce through a ſhip,but all 
the men and whatſocuer was in it was faued. 

After dinner the new troopes with their apiats 
werelet ypon the Welt port of Helmont , where they 
did their deuoire to ſhoote at the enemies defences ; 
the cnemie ſhott alſo at the towne from their batteric 
on the VWeſt,without killing or hurting of any man. 

In the beginning of the night before the 14., day, 
they ſhott of either fide : they of the! towne trim- 
med vp a great Barke with artificiall fire , to burne 
ſome of their enenues workes , but this deuiſe ſuc- 
cceded not. 

Inthe morning before day,about foure of the clock, 
being a full ſea, ten ſhippes entred into the Gollet, but 
being forced to ſtay ky reaſon of foule weather , the 
enemy ſhott furiouſly at them and ſunke three : there 
were three {laine, and three hurt, all that was.1n _ 
was ſaued. | 

Theſame day the Seignior of Marque came into 
the towne with fouretecne companies of Souldiers, 
ſoas all the Trenches, Spurres, Bulwarkes, and rauc- 
lins of the rowne were then manned with new com- 
panles. 


In 
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Intheolde towne neereyntothe olde Church inthe 
aftcrnoone, there was a Licutenant and an Ancient 
ſlaine,and a Scottiſh-man had his leg ſtrooke off. 

The 15. of Ianuary they entertained one another 
with Canon and Musket till an houre within night. 

There was great ioy in the towne, as well among 
the Souldiers as the Inhabitants for the goodly ſuc- 
cours that were come vato them. 

There entred yet many Souldiers that night in 
Boates,, and not one hurt. They of the towne ſhott 
more into the Campe then the enemie did into the 
towne, yetthere was no man {lainenor hurt.” 

The 16. of Tanuary in the beginning of the night 
they ſhort little : vpon the morning they of the towne 
ſhott from the Weſt Bulwarke , but they anſwered 
them nor. 

All this day was ſpent in muſtering of the Souldi- 
ers inthe Towne. There were 81. companies of the 
olde garriſon , and 31. of the new: and although this 
were done with great noiſe of Drummes and ſhott of 
Muskets, yet the enemie madenot aboue three ſhott 
ioro the towne , which made them of the towne to 
thinke they would raiſc the ftege. 

The 17. of-Tanuarie , three ſhippes laden with vic- 
tualles and Engliſh Beere , entred by the Gollet, at 
whom the enemy made many. a ſhott , but could nor 
touch them : That day there was nothing done , the 
eaemie onely defaced certaine batteries made vpon 


the Weſt and Eaſt. | 
The18.daythe enemy ſhottlittle,yet after dinner with 


one Canon ſhot from the Eaſt,they ſlue 2.Souldiers in 


the greene market, & hurt three,and with another ſhot

from the ſame place ſtroake of Captaine Rolles linete- 
nantslegs , whereof he died preſently and hurttwo or 
three others. 4 , 

And for that at the ſametime the enemies changed 
their gardes, they of the Towne plaied with their Ca- 
non and Musket through them, and ouerthrew ma- 
nie. 
The1g. of Ianuary, there wear forth ſcuen ſhippes 
fall of ſouldicrs, at whomethe enemy made no ſhor, 
the night was ſo darke as they coulle not ſec- 
them. 

Both before dinner and after, the Canon playcd a 
little more on either {ide then the day before . They of 
the Towne fhot againſt the battery of the Gollet,and 
the Sand downes vpon the Eaſt, and the enemy from 
the ſameplace vpon the Towne, and yet no man was 
hurt . But there died daylie fixe or eight of ſicke- 
neſſe. 

The 20. of ITanuary, Generall Yere ſent forth ſome 
of his Leapers or aduenturers to take ſome priſoner of 
the enemies Campe, they tooke an Italian, whom the 
enemics would haue taken from them but rhey could 
nor. 

This nightthere fell out a great accident at the go- 
"ns foorth of the ſhippes. There were three ſunke, 
whereof two were full of ſouldiers of the companies 
of Captaine T ref/on Giitel and Hauttun + the third 
was a ſhippe that brought Engliſh Beeere. The Aun- 
clent to Captaine Giftel ſaued himſelfe and. loſt 
his wife : there was alſo the widow of the deceaſed 
Treaſurer or receiuer of the contribution . The C. 
Enerenniin , and a comiſlaric of the treaſurer Doubiets.

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They were about two houres crying forheÞpe, before - r6.0:2. 


the enemy could goe vnto them, andif atyhad gone 
intime with boates,they might hauc retired chem trom 
thence, but ſeeing thar they of the Towne did' not ſuc- 
cour them, they ſent a Drum through the Warer to 
the enemies Campe, to require faire warres',-elſe they 
would all die with their armes in' theit handes: the 
enemies granted what they demaunded and tooke

All this night there was little looting on eyther 
fide, nor any one ſlainenor hurt in the Towne- 

The beſieged laboured diligently berwixt the Bul- 
worke of Pekel and the Eaſt Port : In likeſorr atthe 
new Hauen : ſo as the Towne grew daylic ſtrong- 
er, wherein Generall Yere ſpared neither paine nor 
trauell withour feare of any danger, going the round 
twice a day and once a night-, to ſee if the Corps

de oarde were well furniſhed, and the Sentinels well 


ſer,eſpecially when the tide was ſpent. 

The 22. day of January , they ſhotte of eyther 
ſide manye firie Bullets and ſtones , without *any 
hurt done in the Towne , but that ſome ſouldiers

Ka been ſunke (ten or twelue dayes before)cthe enemie 
ſhot at them from the battery of the Gollet and hurt

The24. of Ianuary,the ſhot of eyther ſide with firy

The fugitiue ſaid,that the peeces which were within 
thetowne vyppon Flammembure , the which are demie 
Culucrins,did much harme to the enemies Campe,and 
that many ſouldiers had beene ſlaine. 

The beſieged laboured to fortifie the olde Towne,8c 
had a1000. men in worke there. | 

The enemy made a new battery on the Weſt 
ſide, berwixt the battery of the Cateyes and the Weſt 
downes. 

The enemies changed their gardes inthe after noone, 
they ofthe Towne ſhotatthem from the weſt port and

The 25. of Tanuary,they ſhot furiouſly of either ſide, 
with farie Bullets and ſtones, 

From the morning vnrtill noone al was quietenough;

The enemycs within few dayes had mich aduan- 
ced their battery of Cateyes, two: yardes towardes 
the North, and beganne againe to worke: Generall 
Fere cauſed a demie Culnerin to'bee planted againſt 
them , the which this night, (after a lowe VVater;) 
made twenty ſhotte to hinder their worke, and for 
that this peece was vppon Helmont , the cnemyes 
made foure ſhot from the Eaſt againſt it,whereof ſome 
paſſed ouer Heimont , andwent intotheir owne quat- 
ter which is vponthe Careyes, wherein they hurt them- 
ſclues, as they might ſee which were in garde ar the 


Porke-eſpike and Helmont. 
This day fiue {ouldiers of the'Towne went and yeel- 


ded to the enemy , tearing to'be-punithed for mutinics 


and diſobediences.  ' = 
Thethirteenc of February in the night, the enemies 


carried away by peece meale whatſocuer was in the 
ſhippe that was -runnc on ground! of the North 


fide of theit'\batterye', not daring then- to goe by 


day.. 
” The ſame night the Leapers and aduenturers 
brotight-a Spaniſh auncienr priſsnerintothe Towne. 
" Thet4ithe enemie laboured all night artheir bat- 
tery'of Cateyes, and raiſed 'vppe the'ende which they 
[abi 7 ras - 
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1502, had begunne the daye before, almoſt equall with it; 


although they ſhotte continually at them from the 
Towne. 

This night a ſhippe went foorth of the Hauen 
without harme, and yet the enemie ſhotte much at 
them. 

There entred many ſouldiers in ſhaloupes from the 
oo” of warrc into the Towne and no man was 

urt. 

The Spaniſh Auncient taken priſoner the day be- 
fore, faide, that the enemy had ſmall hope to take 
Oftend, and that the Arch-duke continued the fiege 
againſt the aduice of the Councell of warre, and was 
greeued that he did not raiſe the fiege wholy , when 
as hewent to ſuccour Hertzeghenbuſch, the which was 
a good pretext, bur ſceing it was ſo, that for his owne 
reputation and for the honour of the King of Spaine, 
it did import him to continuethe ſiege, he would not 
now raiſe it : moreoucr hee ſaide that there were 
12000. foote and ſcuen' hundred horſe before the 
Towne, and that they-had promiſed fiue ſtiuers in 
money and two in bread a daye to cuery .ſouldi- 
er butthey were ill paide : and thatat the laſt aſſault, 
tis highneſſe had loſt the choice of all his whole ar- 
mie ,moſt part of them being Spaniardes which had 
ſcrued the King inthoſe Countries andelfs where, and 
that the enemy was about ſome inuention to ſtoppe vp 
the Hauen. BG: 3h 

As for the fortifications of the towrie :. there is.in the 
oldeTowne againſt the Scag from: Sand-Hyll toywardes 
the Nerth , foure ſtrong Blocke-houles', yporeuery 

: one 
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ther into the new Towne they haue made a newe 
Rampart , and newe Ditch , and the olde Ram- 
pars ( whuch runne along the Sea) had becnefortified 
within. 

Atthis worke and ſuch like there were a r00.men la- 
bouring from one Sunne to another , one halfe labou- 
red fromthe night to the morning and reſted the day, 
and the other from morning yntil night & then reſted, 
and they were paicd by the Commuſſaries of the Stats 
going from their worke. 

The15.of February two ſhips went out of the haucn 
at night without any hurr. 

The enemy ſet that daye 3. ſentinels on the Eaſt fide 
more then he was accuſtomed , ſoas the halke Moone 
was alwayes inuironed with them. 

The beſieged thought it was by reaſon of the 
rroupes that were arriued, for there were 15. compa- 
nies come into the T owne with Colonel! Edmonat : yea 
ſome inbatkes in the day time,at whomthe encmy ſhot 
and hurt rewo Marrinets. . oe 

The enemy laboured alfo that day vpon the North 
fideofthe battcry of Cateyes , not ceaſing for all the 
Towne Canon which plaied continually + they did 
alſo ſhoote, but there was no man flaine nor hurt in 
the Towne , onelye one Catpenter , who had his 
arme ſtroake oft with a Canon ypon the Weſt bul- 


worke. 


The 16. of February they might ſee the three extra] 
ordinary ſentinelles ypon the Eaſt, for thatthe encmy 
feared afallic from the Towne beewg little lefſe then

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There were( beſides this number ) ſome Souldiers 
in the ſhips of warre at Anchor before the towne, the 
which could nor enter by reaſon of a tempeſt : yet 
ſome beins more haſtie, eatred in ſmall Barkes , one 
of them Ky 
ded his men of the-enemies fide , and ſo returned to- 
wards the ſhippes, the Souldiers percetuing' that they 
were of the enemies ſide , ranne to the waters ſide, 
where by good hap they found an other Barke which 
came to land ether Souldiers , of whom they deman- 
ded ſuccour ; the Marriner hauing carried away his 
men, came to fetch them, but in the meane time the 
enemy had diſcoucred them, and purſued them , ſo as 
they were forced to runne vp to the chinne inthe wa- 
terto ſauethemſclues, andrhere was not any one of 
them loſt. 

The 17.of February the enemie began to ſhoote with 
his canon and ſtones into the towne, & theyianſwered 
them with the like, the which continued all night. - 

They of the towne thott all the morning from Sana 
bill, Helmont,and the VWeſt-gate Bulwarke , at the bat- 
terie of Cateyes, although they could not perceiue that 
the enemie had laboured there that night or the night 
before. 

The18. of February in the beginning of the night 
they ſhott furioully on either, ſide, both with Canon 
and Musket; and as they changed their guardes, Cap- 
taine Berwards Ancient had his hand wherewith he 
held his coulours ſtrooke off with a ſhott , Theſe Ca- 
nonades continued all night, they of the cowne fleps

makea Bridge vpon the Welt-hauen, to paſſe into the 
oldetowne, and on the Eaſt-ſide they would make a 
ditche from the Downes vnto the Gollet,, and beſides 
that,thcy would ſpoile all the ſluces and chanels which 
went into the VWeſt-goller : and moreouer he ſpake 
ſomething rouching the diſcontentment of the Soul- 
dicrs inthe Campe. 

After dinner the enemie ſhotr little into the rowne, 
and there wasno ſpecch of any ſlaine or hurt.

ther part. The enemies laboured carctully toraiſe their 
trenches and defences vpon the VVelt, and that night

Two ſhips more ſtraicd out of their courſe towards 
the enemies campe,nceretothe downes vpon the Eaſt, 
but they of the towne thought they had done it exprel- 
Iy coſell their marchandiſe the better, ſeeing rhe cne-

The enemnues ſent to the towne the wines of ſixe 

Souldiers whom they had taken in the foure former

The22. of February ia the beginning of thenight,

After dinner, a poore woman with childe, the wife 
of one of Captaine IVeinbergens Souldiers(who was in 
guarde in the halfe Moone) being gone forth to gather 
vp ſome boards of the broken ſhips , was flaine moſt 
barborouily by one of the enemies, before ſhe could 
be ſuccoured by them of the rowne: there was none 
elſc ſlaincor hurt that day.

The 23. of February the enemie ſhott much at the 
ſhips thatlay'in the rowne ditches , diſcouering them 
eaſily for that the tide was highand the billow grear. 

After dinner M.Georges ingenier of the towne, being

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the enemy ſeeing this, ſhot both froth Eaſt 8 weſt vpon 
the Towne for an houre together, without any harme 
doing : the fire was pteſently quenched by ſuch as arc 
appointed for the like accidents. 


The 2.4. of February in the beginning of che night, 


the enemy ſhot firic Bullets and great ſtones into the 
Towne. 

The worke which they had begon vpon the North 
fide of the battery of Cat*yes fell downe for the moſt 
part, aSalſo chat which they had made vnder the cor- 
ner of the Welt downes , and that which they had be- 
gunne vpon the VVelt downes was inlike ſort ouer- 
thrown, for that they were almoſt all made ofthe white 
Sand of the downes, and the water had waſht it away 
at the foote. 

The olde towne was not freed from this n&hes ruine, 
che cnemie ſeeing that the laſt night the tide had made 
many breaches 1n the Seadike,neerevnto the Eaſt gate, 
they began to ſhoote from their battery of the Gollet to 
ouerthrow it quite. | 

The Gabions which were vpon the ſouth fide of this 
battery to thenumber of 35. were this night carried a- 
way by the ſea,for that they were not full, and ſcrued 
onely for Blindes and coucrings, for the chiefe battery 
is ypon the Notrth,and there are 3s .Gabions, 

Theenemy ſhot continually vpon the olde Towne 
and rhe Porke-eſpike, toincreale the harme which the 
Sea had donethem, 

The Water was ſo high that daye, asthe Country 
ypon the South and VVeſt was a League about ouer- 
fowne, and all the enemies trenches and Blockhouſes 
inmroned with water,

There was a breach often yardes long in the ſea dike 
neere the Eaſt gate ; the Bulworke of Peket began to fal, 
the new Hauen was ſpoiled and the olde Towne much 
indamaged. 

Pait of the halfe Moone ypon the Gollet was fallen, 
whilſt this great tide laſted, the enemy made abouc 
1800. Canon ſhot againſt the Towne,and eſpecially a- 
gainſt the dike and other places that were endamaged: 

et there were few ſlaine or hurt. 

They of the Towne anſwered rhem in like ſort

the Canon: but the ſhippes by chance ſtirred not : this 
fogge being paſt , the beſieged diſcoucred the pipes,

mies battery , which kept them from ſhooting at the | 
ſhips,not ſecing them by reaſon of the great ſmoake. | 
In the afternoone they diſcouered many boates go- 
ing to Alberts fort and there diſcharged. 
T hey did alſo ſee the enemy 1nlarge & raiſe his bat- 
tery vpon the Gollet towardes the South, and repaired. 
their battery at the foote ofthe Eaſt downes vpon the 
South fide, the which they had ler fall this Winter, and 
thatthey madeatrench beneath the Eaſt downes be- 
rwixt the two Cateyes, tothe end they might go tro one ; 
battery to another couercd from the Towne Canon. 
There was no man ſlaine nor hurt in the Towne that 
day. 
"The g. of March cuery one was ſet to worke in the 
newe Hauen,which had bin indamaged-with the tide, 
_ andthey hoped to repaire it ſpeedily. 
Within 14. dayes there were 18. or 20. ſouldiers 
which had fled out of the rowne vnto the enemy, ſome 
of them were taken againe andone of them was hang- 
ed the dayc before: the enemy ſeeing this lightneſle, 
thought it agood meanes to weaken the garifon of the 
Towne, ſhooting many letters into it, where by they 
promiſed to giue them good entertainment that ſhould . 
yeeld vnto them, or cl{c a paſport with ſome money to 
rcturne into their Countries.

Thes. of Iuly 1602, the Commaunders charged 
them of che towne,thatatthe breake of day they ſhould 
celebrate the firſt day of the ſiege of 0/tend, ſhooting 
ofall ther Canon inſtcede of belles, for they had none, 
and cuen the women and children were commaunded 
to beate vpon kettles,pannes,and other things to make 
a great noiſe, which pur all the Campeinto alarme,nor 
knowing what it might be : There was alſo a Sermon 
made to giue thankes varo God for the miraculous 
preſeruation of the Towne this yeare, with harry prai- 
ers that it would pleaſe to him preſerue it ſoſ hereaf- 
rer. 

The Arch-duke hauing certaine intelligencethat the

Maurice yice, paſt by Brabant to come to ſuccour 0ſtend,he cau- 

"thang, {ed his Campe to be fortified againſt che Towne and 

| intrenched himſelfe withour,to attend this arnne: theſe 
newes did wonderfully reioyce them of the Towne, 
who hoped to be freed by this meanes, but for ſome 
ler, or occaſion that was offred, his Excellencie paſt 
notinto Flanders. 
Newes being comevntothe Campethat Prince Maw- 
Prince ricehad laicd ſiege to Grave,and the Arch-duke fearing 
96" Sh nothing behinde, reſolued to finde ſome meanes to 
Grave. preſſe Ofend more ſtraightly, and to ſtop the paſſage 
for the ſhips,tothisend he cauſeth Saulcifſes tobe made 
(ſo they call certaine things made of wood, ryed toge-

Whuleſt theſe things were doing before 0ftend, 
Prince Mavrice did all he could to take Grave both 
by mine and batterie,forcing it to yeeld the 20.0f Sep- 


tember 1602. and made himfelfe be knowne for the 
lawtullheire and Lord thereof,inview oft the Adnurall 
of Arrazon Licutenant generall to the Arch-duke,who 
incamped necre vnto the towne to ſuccour it , but ſee- 
ing his Excellencie very well intrenched, and that he 
ſhould preuaile nothing, and that his troopes did leaue 
him dayly , in the end he retired without any exploite 
doing wotthy the remembring. 

The Arch-duke hauing intelligence that P. Maurice 
had taken the towne of Graxe, was more earneſt then 
before to ſtop the paſſage of the ſhips3 the which not- 
withſtanding all the inuentions his men could finde 
out, hauc entred all the time of the ſiege, and a great 
number by the gollet at the Canons mourh,oftentimes 
at noone day without feate of any danger. 

Their inuencion of Saz{eſſes proned alſo fruitlefſe 
for this deflceine,they tryed yer many other inuentions, 
both to fill vp the Gollet, and to annoy the ſhips in 
paſling. 

Among other inventions the enemie filled a great 
number of ſacks with ſand to ſtop vp the goller,hauing 
tried this denice in the chanellneere to Alberts fort, but 
hecre it proued fruitleſſe by reaſon of the violence of

That which moſt afflifted the beſieged this yeare 
was the ſickneſſe that was among them,whereof ſome

TheEſtatcs of the confederate Prouinces, conſide- 
ring that the diſcommodities the ſouldiersſuffered was 
the cauſe of this ficknefle,rhey cauſed the towne to de 


new built, and the ſtreeres were ſo diſpoſed,as the ene- 


mies Canon could do them little harme , dying at the 
firſt thing it hit, ſo as of 50.ſhott not one did hit a man, 
and when any ſuch thing chanced, they held ir foran 


exqtraordinarie accident , which did not trouble them, 


and this made the fickneſſe to ceaſe.

T he ſea- 
uenth Hiacintho , the Captaine Chriſfouall de Mongis : 
and the eight La Padwa, the Captaine Juan de Sofſa. 
There were 400. men 1n cucty oac of theſe Gal- 
leys beſides the flaues, and eight hundred Souldiers 
they tooke in as they paſt at Lishone . Theſe Galleys 
went their courſe towards England , and were ſent 
by the King of Spaine with ſome others which the 
Arch-duke had, toſcourealong the coaſt of England, 
Holland, and Zeland , tointerrupt theirtrade:, and to 
annoy them of Offend by Sea : Two of them, the Tr.

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Knight , then Admirall in thoſe Seas for the Queene 1602, 


of England , ypon the coaſt of Spaine and Porrugall, 
aboutthe Cape of Sicambre; afterwards theſe Galleys 
tooke their courſe towards the Lowe-Countries , and 
therhurd of Oober according to the new computa- 
tion, they were firſt diſconered by two of the States- 
men of watre: the one was called the Tyger, whereof 
lacob Peter ſſen-Mol was Captaine: and the otherthe 
Pellican,whereof Times Luberts was Captaine : theſe 
two Shippes followed and chaſed theſe fixe Gal- 
leys. 
"The ſame day Robert Manſell Knight , then Ad- 
mirall forthe Queene of England in the narrowSeas, 
lying betwixt Dower and Calass, diſcouered them allo : 
and ſentpreſently ro Captaine 79s, Captaine of one 
of the Kings ſhips called the Aduartage,commanding 
him to goe preſently to Calais, and along all the coaſt 
of Flanders, and to giue an allarme with Canona- 
does , eſpecially to giue aduerriſement of the com- 
ming of theſe Galleys to the States Fleete , which 
laye then vppon the coaſt of Flanders ; the which 
the Captaine did performe moſt faichfully and ve- 
rie ſpeedily. | 

The Admirall did alſo oftentimes ſhoote of the 
oreateſt peece of Ordinance inhis ſhippe, to aduers 
tiſe and call an other of the Kings ſhippes called the 
anſwer, whereof Bredgate was Captaine , who ridde 
atan Anchor South of the Downes, and he preſent- 
lie ſer ſaile. 

Soone after there atrined 4. ſhips of the Eſtates of

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was Admirall, lying then ſicke at Port}wouth in Eng- 
land, in whoſe abſence and by his appointment , 18h 
Aariuzsſſen Cant, commanded in quality of vice admi- 
rall : the Capraines of the three others were Garbrandlt 
Johanſs Yahl. Heinric Hartman and Garbranat lan(ſen of 
Enchuyſen, who ( hauing hard this ſhooting ) had put 
themſclucs to Sca towardes France , In the ende they 
diſcoucred theyalleys, andſceing them to bend their 
courſe towards the coaſt of England, they turned their 
prowes againit them,and ſo did Captaine 6redeate,of 
whom we haue ſpoken, all theſe together chaſed them 
vntill they came right againſt Douer where they oucr 
tooke them and played furiouſly vpon them with their 
Canon,breaking ſome of the Chaines whereunto their 
{laucs were tyed , whereof a good many leaped ouer 
board, and ſome recouered theland; but for that it was 
darke, and the Sea was calme necre the ſhoarc,they ef- 
caped for that time * A while after the Moone began te 
ſhine,when as they nught diſcerne the 6. galleys row 
before the aboue the cape of Douer, bending preſently 
towards the Goeyne(the which 1s a very dagerous banke 
called by the Engliſh Goodwin Sands) 8& a good gaile of

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chor and ſome Yron worke of his ſhippe, and carried 
away with him the hindcr parrof the galley, and the

fau-dherſelfe with great difficulty in Ca/ars, wherethe 
flaucs were freed, and went whether they pleaſed, an

ue , went to the Arch-duke to Bruxelles, There were 
carried priſoners into Holland , of ſouldiers, flaues,and 
other perſons that were taken vpin the Sea abour 180. 
liberty was giuen to the ſlaucs with apparrell and ſome 
{tluer, to goe into their Countries , or whether they 
pleaſed. 

To returne now to our chiefe diſcourſe, the Arch- 
dukes men ſeeing that their battery yponthegollet ſuc. 
ceeded notas they expeCted,and that the ſhips weat in 
and out thereby ; they made a certaine worke , which 
they called a float, which was as 1t were a greatand 
large plancher of wood , the which might ſwim vpon 
the water,it was armed with defences, and fitto plant 
Canon thereon , the which they thought the Water | 
would holde vp,and not carrie it away nor breake it: 
this they brought vato the Gollet, but the waues of the 
Sea brake it , and ſo this inuention proued fruitleſle as 
the reſt. 

We haue before ſpoken of the diſcontentment of 
the Arch-dukes ſouldiers fortheir pay, forthe which in 


' the end they mutinedand retyred to Hoochſiraten, and 


had intelligence with Conte cMaurice for their preſer- 
uation , making the whole Country , ( cuen vnto the 
gates of Anawerp ) to contribute for their liuing and 
cutertainement, & this cauſed the Arch-duke to make 
a proclamation againſt them; whereof youſhall haue 
here a copie with the anſwer of the ſaid mutincrs,to 


ſcrue forthe hiſtory as followeth.

\ S we had cauſed ourarmie-to 1oyne with an in- 


tent to ſuccorthe towne of Graze,the which is be-

fieged bythe enemy, & wherasthe ſouldicrs that proferipti-

ly as they deſerue great praiſe;being now going to that > 


end in perſon, wee haue beene informed that ſome 
ſouldiers of our ſaide armie which was necre vnto 
the enemies Campe, ( vader colour that they would 
mutine,to xecouerthat which fallly they pretend to be 
duevnto them) haue wickedly forſaken and abando- 
ned their colours,and ( after many attempts vpon ſun- 
dry places, ) haue in the end ſurpriſed the Caſtle of 
Hoochstraten, by treacherous and wicked meanes , ha- 
uing given many vehement preſumprions , rhac they 
holde correſpondencie and haueintelligence with our 
enemies, and meane to 1imploythem. A thing which is 
prohibited and againſt all reaſon and Juſtice, & which 
neuer any other ſouldiers haue committed: but con- 
trariwiſe ſuch as have beenein nmtinie, when as the 
enemy hath beſieged any place of ours, or that we had 
need of men for any expedition, they came forth of 
thoſeplaces into the which they were retyred to ſerue 
vs willingly and readily. | 

And for that the chiefe a&ors of this treaſon and 
wickednes be men to whom there is little due, for that 
ſome are new come, and others were of the mutinies 
of Dieſt, Fucert and Karpen , where they had their ac- 
cumpt & reckoning, & were paied whatſocuer was duc 


vnto them within a ſhort time, being men accuſtomed 
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to inuznt altcrations to ſeaze vpon the contribution 
money, withourſeruing of vs, hau-ngindu-ed , decei- 
ued and forced the reſt to comnut this ucaton, where- 
by the execution is hindred of ſuccouring tai bro- 
thers & companions beſieged, & other courſes which 
we might take againſt ouc enenue. forcing vs to turne 
our armes againit them,as againſt our domeſticall ene- 
mies, and more prciudiciail , for that thereby the ene- 
mie is the more fortified , And for that this ae 1s 
ſtrange, odtous, foule and of bad conſequence, it de- 
{crues to be puniſhed exemplanly. For this caule deft - 
ring to ſet an order for the benefit of the publike , and 
the good of our vaſlals and ſubicts, we ordaine and 
command all Souldiers and perſans of their company 
which arc in the ſaid caſtell of Hoochſtraten, or ſhall 
10yne there,or in any othet place,vnder coulour of al- 
rcration or mutinic , that within three dayes after the 
publication hereof, they retmne vnto their Enſignes 
and coulours , or preſent themſelues before the gouer- 
nour of Lzere or of Heravtalsto the end they may ſend 
them preſently to their Enſignes,, where they may re- 
maine quietly and peaceably,as if this mutinic had noe 
chanced; and we giue them our word and faith, that 
neither now norat any time hereafter they ſhall be pu- 
niſhed, nor reprehended for this fact , although they 
were the checte motiues, but ſhall be intreatcd wich 
much lone and afteCtion, and will endenour to giue 
them full ſattſfaftion , as ro men whom we delire to 
oratefie and reward, And 1n caſe they ſhall refule to. 
obey,the ſaidrthree daics being paſt;as wel chey which 
are now there preſent , as they that ioyne with them, 
wedeclare them henceforthredels, traitors and wicked 
| men, 
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men , which haue committed high treaſon Is primo 160 2+ 
capite . Andas ſuch we condemne them:to death, their 
goods confiſcate, the which we doe preſently make 
forfeit and vnited vnto our treaſor: and we giue hber- 

tic to all men of what eſtate and condition ſocuer 
they be, freely ( and without incurring of any puniſh- 
ment )to kill the ſayd mutiniers or any. of them, al 
chough ir were ſodenly, orin what mannerand ſort 
they can: and whoſocuer ſhall kill them, there ſhall 
be giuen ynto them for cucry one of their heads ten 
Crownes : and if it be of any one that hath beene 
an ordinary officer a hundred Crownes , and of thoſe 
whom they call of their councell , the Sargeant 
Maior and Goucrnour of the Horſe two hundred 
Crownes, and for rhe Ele&o fine hundred Crownes : 
and if they which ſhall kill them be any of them , we 
pardon them and giue them the ſaid ſummes. And 
we expreſly command all Iudges of our Armies , E- 
ſtates and Signeories , that Too ſcaze by Inuenta» 
rie, vpon all the goods mooucable or immouable, 
which the ſaid muriners,or any one of them ſhall haue, 
and the apparrell or other things of their wiues and 
children , and that the ſayd goods be pur into the 
hands of the depoſitor of the armie , and be ſent 
with a true and formall certificate vnto the Super- 
intendent of the mylitaric Tuſtice of the armie, tothe 
ende he may vnite them to our treaſor . Wherevnto 
we doc preſently condemne them, commanding all 
perſors, that haue money or any other thing of the 
ſaid mutiners in their hands, orof their wives or chil- --;

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1602. itknowne ynto vs, to the end it may be ſeazed on, 
as hath becne ſayd, vpon paine: of confiſcation and 
loſle of all their goods: thar ſhall conceale them, and 
an arbitrarie puniſhment . And for the fouleneſle of 
the fat and bad conſequence thereof, for other Prin- 
ces to whom the like may chance in their armies, 
this being left vnpuniſhed : We therefore require and 
belſeech the Emperour and King of Spaine,our Lords 
and Brothers , and all other Kings , Princes , and 
Potentates, into what part or place ſocuer the ſayd 
mutiners ſhall come, or ſhall have any goods , that 
they will cauſe them to be apprehended and taken, 
and ſent vnto. vs, and their goods to-be ſafely kepr, 
ſending vs a certificate in- forme: aforeſayd , being 
ready to doe the like in our Countries and Signou- 
ries at your requeſts, whenſocuer you ſhall defire it. 
' And wedoecxprelly forbid the wiues and children 
of the ſayd mutiners, to goe into any place where 
they may be , or ſhall be, nor to treate or to con- 
ferre with- them eyther by worde or writing , during 
the ſayd mutime vppon paine of death, And that 
eucry one may ſtrippe them and take them with- 
out any puniſhment, if they goe vato them , or if 
there bee any ſuſpition that they meane to goe to 
their ſayd Fathers and Husbands. We will alſo that 
within: three dayes they depart our Countries , and 
that they returne not without our eſpeciall licence, 
vponthelike paine , We command alſo that no man 
within our countries or without, that ſhall bethere vn- 
der colour of marchandiſe , viQtualers, orſeruants, or 
in any other ſort whatſoeuer-:- ſhall ſerue, alliſt; or 
giue yicuals., niunicion, or any -other' thing to'the 
fayd

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fayd mutiners , to their ſeruants , Horſes, or to any rs O 24- 


onethat ſhall belong ynto them , although it be for 
money , ypon paine of death', and other pecuniarie 
puniſhments , according to the will of onr Iudges, 
and the qualitie of the offence and perſon ,and allo 
they that finde them may kill them without any of- 
fence tz Flagranti, And that out of the Muſter bookes 
of the Armie, be drawne the names, ſurnames, markes 
and places , where the ſayd mutiners were borne, and 
thoſe of their fathers. And being neceſlarie to make 
it publikely knowne, let information be made, ſo as it 
may plainely appeare that they are condemned, and 
that the ſayd muriners are proclaimed in our court, 
and in the places where they were bred or borne, as 
well in our countries, as in thoſe of the Emperour, the 
Cacholke King , and other Princes our friends and 
conufederatres, for baniſhed , infamous, treacherous, 
and baſe men, which haue committed high treaſon, 
In primo caſs ; And that moreouer the puriſhments 
ordeined againſt ſuch by lawe, may be executed vp- 
on them , their children and deſcendents . By the 
which we holde them and declare them from this day 
condemned . And to him that ſhall be the meanes 
co diſſolue this mutinie , and to deliver into our 
hands the culpable, wee pardon him, and offer to 


oiuc him a very honourable rewarde : and the like to 


all choſe chat ſhall aſſiſt him and giuehim aide , al- 
though they were of the ſame mutiners and chicfe au- 
thors and officers therof, And to the end our proclama- 
tion and proſcription may be kepr and inuiolably ob- 
ſcrued, and may come tothe knowledge of all men,

ſubiects ;we commaund that it be publikely proclat-

and lines without pay or reward, & as 1t were for Gods 
ſake, to maintaine your highneſles in their eſtates) 
might be in danger ( for want of othcr paiment ) to dic 
of hunger & miſery. Itisreaſonablethatthe ſaid $qua- 
aron, Elect and Counſell ſhould make 'knowne vato

finde then a greater, and they ſhould not for a ſmall 
matter ſuffer vs to be reduced to this extremitie , As 
for treaties and correſpondencies which we hauewith 
the enemies of your Highneſles , we finde ir ſtrange 
that they ſhould hould it contrarie to reaſon and all 
lawes , ſceing thar in their proſcription , they confeſle 
thatit hath beene to maintaine our ſelues with them. 
For when as we ſee their Highneſſes armes turned 
againſt vs as domeſticall enemies, inſtecd of giuing vs 
hearing in our iuſt complaints : was it not time (being 
reaſonable men ) to doe that which bruite Beaſts with- 
out reaſon doe teach vs, who with all their force and 


power oppoſe themſelues againſt the violence of ſuch 


as would oppreſſe them . Our attions then are not 


without ground or reaſon , but are rather grounded 


vponreaſon it ſelfe, and vpon the generall law, neceſ- 
fitic being not ſubie&ro any law, yea vponthe law of 
nature, which hath giuen this inſtin& to all creatures, . 
to forget nothing that may ſeruc for their preſerua- 
tion. ,- 

Itis alamentable thing, thatthey which for ſo ma- 


nie yeares hauc ventured their liues, and powred out 


their blouds ſo willingly for the ſeruice of their High- 
neſſes, ſhould be now brought to holde their liucs as 
itwere 1n fee of their enemies, and that contrarywife 
they ſecke all meanes on their Highneſfes patt. , to 
roote them our , depriuingthem'of their lines, wes, 


- children, viduals, and friends , as it appeares-mote 


amply 
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of the ſiege of Oltend. 53 
amply in the ſaid proſcription, His Highnefles knowes 
well the example of Daxzid, who retired to Achis King 
of the Philiſtins, his capitall enemie , when hewas for- 
ced to flic before the face 'of Saw his Lord . Tt may 
pleaſe his Higtinefſe to- ler the Serenifime lafanta vn- 
derſtand theſe reaſons ; and not to thinke it ſtrange if 
that we being Souldiers wonld follow the example of 
 ſuchamanofwaras Dauzd.ltis ſaid thattheſe conrſes 
were neuer pradtiſed by others , wherevnto we will 
make no other anſwer, but that all our companions 
know the contrary . How, did they of Siche behaue 
chemſelues? who had their deputies continually at the 
Haige, enting and comming forth of Breaz art their 
pleaſures , and reſting at Langheſtrate vnder their 
wings which now imbrace our defence , intreating 
whole troopes of Prince £Manrices as friendes ; ſuffe- 
tin g chem to paſſe through chem without any hy The 
examples which their Highneſfes propound vnto'vs 
of ſuch as haue mutined heretofore., and yet haue 
abandoned their retreatcs , and haue offered them- 
ſclues at need to their Highnefles ſeruice, are things 
propounded with little conſideration : for fthce thar 
we retired our ſelues intothis place , their Highnefſes 
neuer required any thing of 'vs 'as they did of the 
reſt : what reaſon then haue they to complaine of vs 
| 1n this caſe ? Bur if they had ſent vato theſe others 
i Herauld at Armes ; to fignific vnto them ſuch a 
proſcriprion as ours, it ts to be t t they would 
not haue left the places they then held, bur yppon 
ood termes , neither would they haue ſhewed them- 
elucs fo zeatous tro their Highneſles ſeraice.

alſo to be deſired for their honour and repntation, 
that this great zeale and ready obedience of the mu- 
tiners had becne delayed a while, for that being too 
raſh,ithath beene more pretudiciall then profitable to 
their Highnefle , when as ( without reſpeCt of their 
Highnefle worde) they did fo villanouſly breake it in 
the behalfe of them of Suaeſcheuobre neere to Offend, 
the which coſt that day the liues of a great number 
of our companions : notwithſtanding it their High- 
nefle finde herein any atte of obedience, as it ſeemes, 
ſeeing] they exalt them ſo much for that reſpe&; they 
arc freed from that blame. They will make vs be» 
leeue, that wee are men accuſtomed to- make mu- 
tinies.VVe will recciue this reproche inpart of paiment 
of our debt with the reſt: for of late yeares ſuch as 
haue carried armes for your ſeruices., haue receiued: 
no other paiment : But what bruite is there among 
the people?, cucry, manſaith openly.that your High- 
nefle haye brought 1n this. cuſtome, that the Souldiers 
being paide in this ſort without filuer, the cheere in 
court may be the better. And in truth when there is 
ſpcech of any cxploite of watrre, thoſe which holde 
places.ſcazed , doe willingly leaue them and comeand 
offer themſclues to your ſeruice, being full of zeale 
and obedience. This cannot be called mutining but 
rather wintring : for, for theſe many yeares all your 
men of warre haue learned to winter in this ſorte: 
Euen as. your Highneſte did change your Eccleſi- 
ſticall eſtate into a ſecular , we-did mach retoyce, 
thinking that your Highneſſe after that you had.

Princes and common-weales to make vſe of this ex- 
ample, and to take heede leaſt abuſing rhus their good 
and faithfull-ſouldiars, which are the ſinewes of their 
eſtates, they drawe not the like miſchiefte ypon them, 
which threatens dayly more and more to ruine their 
highneſles. 

The Arch-duke after this proſcription of the muti- 
ners, went to beſtege them at Hoochſtraten, where he 
preſt them very hardly, although they werevery well 
fortified with three dirches and ramparts, where they 
made good refiltance,and Moxnſicr de Roſne lonne was 
flaine there, yet the mutiners ſecing in what caſe they 
were,prouided for their ſafery,and compounded with 
Prince cMawrice, who came to ſuccour them, cauſing 
the Arch-dukes men to raiſe the ſiege, deliuering by 
this meanes the Caſtle of Hoochſtraten into his excel- 
lencies hands, and he put the ſaidemutiners in garri- 
ſon into the towne of Graue . They werefull ſix thou- 
ſand men,hotrſe and foote. 

They of 0ftend left not to moleſt the Arch-dukes 
men dayly . And we may ſay that this fiege is a ſtoppe 
for his forces, the which for theſe three yeares ſpace 
haue taken cold before this heape of Sande, the which 
hath already coſt the Prouince of Flanaers neere three 
Millions of goulde, beſides that which the King of 
Spaine, and the Arch-duke, hauc imploycd for their 
parts,and likewiſe whatthe eſtates of the ynited Pro- 
uinces hauec contributed,all which is not of leſſe yalue, 
the which may well be ſayd a wonder of this age.

nels and chiefe Captaines were preſent) his High- 
neſſe (amongſt other queſtions, ) demaunded how 
long the Prince of Parma had beene before _4nd- 


werp,and being anſwered him, abour eighteene mo- 


nethes , he ſaide it was notthen cighteene yeares , and 
Bb 3 when 
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when we haue beene ſo long before offend, wee ſhall 
take it,yea if we ſhould imploy all that is in the King of 
Spaines power. Theſpcechis, that we ſhall haue 14, 
thouſand Italians and Spaniardes i the ſpring, and to 
that end they labour continually in the munition hou- 
ſes,to make dublets, breeches, caſlackes and ſuch like: 
and you would ſay that the warre doth but now be- 
ginne: You may lec hereby, thatthey ſpare no coſt, 
nor feare any danger or diſcommodity, yea they are 
without feare of death, hoping to inioy this ſpouſe in 
deſpight of her, 

The laſt of December at night , cleuen ſouldiers 
went forth of the Towne to fire ſome of the enemies 
workes , but the Bauins would not take, ſo as they 
were preſently forced to retire with the loſſe of foure 
of them. | 

The firſt of Tanuary (according to the cuſtome of 
warre ) they ſaluted one another with Canon and 
musket ſhott and many were {laine, 

The 2.0f Tanuary 8. ſhippes went ont of Offend, 
whereof one was ſunke, the which ran on ground bc. 
hind Leysbos. 

The 3. of Taruary there went forth 24..faile toge- 
ther withoutany loſle. 

Thes.ofTanuary there entred rhree ſhips. 

The ſame day ſcauen Loapers or aducnturers 
brought a Corporall & two Soldiers into the Towne; 
by whom they knewe ( according to the letter from 
LAnawerp of the30. of December ) that within cight 
daycs the Campe had beene fortihed with Fo, en- 
ſeignes of foote,and ſcauen Cornets of hotſe,and that 
they expected the Arche- duke; ſo asit ſemes uy

Ttis made inmaner ofa Chatt 
ot with foure wheeles, cuery one being, x5. foote 
high and ſix broade, behinde comes,the Bridge , {up- 
ported vppon a. highe croſſebeame, which is at the 
end of the Chariot , the moyty of which Bridge 
that *gocs before, doth riſe and fall as they pleale, 
by the meanes of two Cables that paſt: by two 
polleys , which are faſtencd at both endes through 
a Croſſe , the Beame'whercof. as.a great Maſte, a 
150 footelong , the which ſtands vpright before the 
charior, the bridge is 60. paces long, and 16. broad, as 
it is plainly to be ſcene in the plotr of the towne of 
oftend . As forthe effect of this'engine, the vertue of 
the garriſon, and the good happe of the States hath 
turned all into ſmoke : this fugitiue ſaith alſo , that 
the enemic ſhould aſſaile the towne in foure or fiuc

the reader as well with the intclligences and letters 


written from Oftend,as from other places. 

From the 15.of Tanuary to the 19. of February there 
hath entred at diuers times aboue a 150.ſaile great and 
ſmall,wich tower Canons, two demyes, and ten com- 


panies of ſouldiers, 


The Arch-dukes men make there approches at the 


South-weſt, betwixt the Polder and theolde Hauen or 


plarforme, They preſle vs moſt vnder the welt raueclin; 
and wee haue 15. companies im guardin the couriter- 
ſcarfe . They make battery vppon battery, hopingto 
make a breach : for our partes we double and fortific 
our counter(carfe ; we peerce {ix Canoniers vpponthe 
Polder, and ten others which flanke vppon the ap- 
proches, with foure more in another place, The'next 
night they ſhould plant tw6'ſmaltBraſſe peeces in rhe 
halfe Moone ofthe 'Polder, 8 two others inthe Cur-

play and indomage the enenues workes 3 their appro- 
ches are exceeding necre,we doe nothing day & night 
but ſhoote Grenadoes,firy bullets, and ſtones at them;

docnot thinke but in the day andthe night they looſe 
aboue three hundred men:the place wherethey preſſe 
vs neereſt , is the halfe Moone at the Polder, and the 
Weſt Rauclin , we caſt Grenadoes vato them with our 
handes hourely . VVe haue prepared a Barke full of 
wilde fire. the which at the firſt occaſion we will thruſt 
againſt their approches : The compoſition of this fire 
is ſuch, asthe more they ſhall ſtriue ro quench it, 
the more vehemently it will burne . God ſend it good 
ſucceſſe. Our double Rauelin ſhall be oone fimtſhed, 
they doe nothing at the: new Hauer, The enemic ap- 
procheth neere ypon the gollet, and Jabors there conti- 
nually,but thatwill auaile them little: we remone our 
canon fro the weſt part: our halte Moone of the Spani- 
ards,is made aboue like ynto a clothiers tainters wher- 
on they ſtretch their cloath , ro withſtand the force of 
Pompees chariot : This chatiot hath beene once tryed, 
but after they had well obſerued ut', they carried it

The 10. of «March from Oftend. 
T He firſt of this moneththe winde was very high 
; *::at Weſt Nonhbweſt;with'a futious rempeſt, ſo as 


our towne hath'bin wondetfully indomaged. The tide 
hath binſohigh as tnany have bin forced toleaue their 
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194. The Hiſlerie 
lodgings and houſes. The ancient mhabitants ſay,thar 
there hath not beene any ſo great theſe fortic yeares. 
This tempeſt hath continued vnto the fift of this mo- 
neth ;vpon the Eaſt-ſide, it hath wholy ouer-throwne 
our Rauelin with the Curtaine , cuen vuto the Eaſt 
gate, as alſo the Eaſt-Rauelin which is right before 
the gate,the enemie ſhoots there,8 doth much harme. 
The Strod-dicke (thatis toſay , the Dike made of 
Strawe , which alwaycs keepes the water vnder the 
Souldiers feete ) is broken in divers places , The halte 


Moone of the Spaniards vpon the Golletis free from 


harme. 

A corner of the counter-ſcarpe hath beene carried 
away by the tide. 

The enemies Lueſcboſeh or Luysbos, hath-alfo becne 
wonderfully ruined , and there is 100. paces fallen 
dowae to the ground betwixt the two batteries toge- 
ther with the chicfe- batterie at the end of Laysbos 
towards the Sea ſhoare,, in ſuchſorr as the leaſt pare - 
thereof is ſanding , and had not that beene which 
they had newly made, Laysbos had beene-quite car- 


ried away with the Souldiers , and whatſocuer was 


on it. 
'N The old towne lrath had a good ſhare in this wrack; 
and if the winde had not ſomewhar abated the third 
day , all the towne had bcene in danger, but the Al- 
mightic God by his mercie did prouide forit. A great 
part of Sand-hill/was ouer-throwne, bur the Pork-eſpike 
was not toucht. The counterſcarpe hath beene wholy 
carried away , ſo as the water cannorbe ſtayed within 
che towne ditches, and when thetide is gone, they go 
on drie foote. The workes of the Arch-dukes men vp- 
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onthe Weſt-ſide, and their new approaches betwixt 160 
the old Hauen and the Weſt ſquare, haue beene who- 
lie ruined , except that which they haute newly made 
ynder the halfe Moone ofthe Polder which ſtands yer. 

The 3. day we ſet fire on their approaches which 
they abandoned. 
| Theg. they tooke Bece-af or the follie of the Eaſt 
from vs - we made them preſently to forſake it. 

They. daythe Arch-dukes men made 150. Canon 
ſhott vpon Sand-hil, Helmant , Por ke-eſpike , and the 
Welt-rauelin, 

The ſixt of March our mea forſooke Becc-af,which 
the cnemie ſeeing, he preſently ſeazedon it, but ſoone 
after( fearing that we would blowe them vp) they for- 

ſooke it againe of themſelues. They haue alſo ſhott ves 
hemently this day from the Polder-ſquare , South- 
{quare, and Welſt-{quare, ſceing vs to worke at our 
Canoniers : we haue ſhott ſo furiouſly from the Weſt- 
gate,as they bauc beene forced to retire their Canon, 
There hauc beecne ſpent aboue 300. Canon-ſhotr on 
both ſides; to morrow or the next day we ſhall batter 
the enemies approaches which are vnder the halfe- 
Moone of the Polder with 19. Canons, and ſhall fire 
them. Euery night when as the water is lowe we ate 


continually in armes. 
The 14.two Suiſſe of the Arch-dukes Campe came 


and yeelded themſclues vnto vs,and ſaid that they had 
recciued no money in ſeauen weekes : that there was 
pou mortalitie in their quarter,and thatthe Souldiers 
ad no courage to cometothe aſſault: but we belecue 
them no more then needs muſt : weare thenextnight 

in guard, andthe day following. -

May, he Camped before Saint Margue- 
rits fort, where there was ſpent from noone ynrtill 
midnight, with nine Canons, about ſome hundred 
ſhotte, the which did ſoterrefie them, that although 
there were at thelcaſt two thouſand horſe and foote, 
with the peaſants, yet they abandoned the place and 
fled by night; and ſo did they in like ſort of the forts of 
Saint Catherine and Saint Philip,although in all the ſaid 
torts there were three thouſand foote & ſixrecrie com- 


panes of horſe, 
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1504. Thez. of May, his Excellencie beſieged Iandicque, 
where he intreched himſelfe 1n \uch fort round about, 
The kege 25 no man could goin nor out, he brought much ordi- 
gage nance vntoit, and commaunded certaiae ſhippes of 
watre to prelent themſelues by Seca before it , with 
ſome Brigandins and ſhaloupes to ſtoppe their paſſage 
forth by Sea: Inthe meane time the Arch-dukes men 
which were vpon the Welt ſide ofthe Hauen of Zſclu- 
fe (thinking now to haue a good opportunity to reco- 
ucr the Ile of Cadſandt, ) cauſed many ſhaloupes to 
come from Bruges, and with ſome that were at Eſcluſe, 
in the which they imbarked 2090. men; but thoſe 
which Prince Maurice had left in gard1n the ſaid Tland, , 
ſuffered ſome thouſand toland , whom they charged 
ſo furiouſly as they put them 1n route; moſt of them 
were [talians and Spaniardes, who cricd 4a barca,ala- 
barca,labouring to recoucr their ſhaloupes, butas they ; 
 preſt into them, ſome of them were oucr-whelmed, 8& | 
 agreatnumbetr were drowned, they could not take a- ; 
boue 16. or 18. aliue, and$. ſhaloupes whereof the pri | 
{oners were preſented to his Excellencie. 
Privce  Tathecnd Prince cManrice hauing entred into the 
eB. Maincland , he ſer downe before Eſcluſe,ſending his 
cluſe, horſemen to ſcoure the Country almoſt as farre as 
Gannt & Courtray,who returned with great ſpoile,ſo as 
they of F/anders are more oppreſſed then they were e- 
uct, all the burthen of the warre being fallen vpon 
them. His Excellencie hath giuen leaue to many ſhips 
, toretirerhem(elues,8 there comes dayly new troupes 
co the armie from diuers nations, 
 TheArch-duke is come to-Gamunt to diſpoſe of his 
affaires,and hath placed a great Garifonin the Towne: 
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_ committed it,threatning, that if they failed therin, not 
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They of Bergnes yp200ne write, that the mutiners haue 1 6 © 4. 
ſurpriſed the Towne of Wazere about Braxelles , and 
make their courſes into YHaynault,ſpoiling the Country 
where they paſſe, and hauc burnt the Suburbes of wil- 
er de tor that they would not paye the contribution 
which they demaunded, the which doth greatly terri- 
fie the peſants, ſo as the Towne of Gaunt and Bruzes 
are full of Country men , who arc fled thether with 
thicr wes children and cattell. 

Saterday the cight of May , three ſouldicrs came 
out of the fort of /ſandicque, and yeeldced to his Ex- 
cellencie ; they aide, that the beſteged had ncede of 
all things and eſpecially of freſh water , and that if thc 
Canon once plaied,they would not make any great re- 
fiſtance. 

The ninth of May, Princc Manrice ſent toſommon = 
them by one of his trumpets , whom they ſlue with . amt v4 
a Musket ſhott; Prince Maurice offended atthis out- by armum- 
ragious acte, ſent a drumme to demaund him that had o-—_ 
co receiue any one of them to mercie; They ſent forth 
two Captaincs to make their excuſe , ſaying that they 
knew not who it was had made that ſhotr, finally, 
they deliuercd an Italian vnro him , & then it was yeel- Comporti- 
ded vpon theſe conditions. _ - 

Firſt that the beſieged ſhould depart the fort with jazarcque. 
their armes, their matches out,and their drummes not 
ſounding. 

That they ſhould leaue the Canon and munition of 
watre, 

That for foure monethes they ſhould not carry any 


armes in Flanders againſt his Excellencie. 
D dz That 
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That they ſhould furniſh them with ſhips to carry | 
away their ficke men and hurt with their baggage to 
the Hauen of Sas,which ſhips they ſhould be bound to 
ſend back, 8 for aſſurance thereof vatill they were re- 
turned,they ſhould leauc rwo Captaincs in hoſtage. 

According to which accord, they departed the 19. 
of May at fiuc oftheclockin the afternoone , being in 
all, about 600.men, talzans and Wallons. 

The elcucnth of May P.Manrice went with 1090. 
toote and ſcauen companmes of horſe before a ruined 
towne called _Herdenburg , betwixt Gaunt and Eſciaſe, 
the which is another paſſage, bordring vpon that cori- 
trie which the Sca hath gained,in the which there was 
a regiment of Germarnes, with ſome troopes of Horſe, 
which had intrenched themſclues toſtop the paſſage, 
but they were as faint harted as the reſt, and fled out 
at the back ſideintothe Mariſhes, leauing withall a 
Caſtell reaſonably ſtrong, into the which there was a 
garriſon put of 2000. men, which holds Eſcluſe beſiee 
gedon that ſide,ſo P.Maxrice entred theſecod time in- 
to Flanders,finding many enemies, but ſmall reſiſtance. 

The16.of May,the whole armie (that onely excep- 
ted which was leftfor the guard of the Ile of Caſſandt) 
being parted from Jſandique.paſled at Aerdenbarg , ta- 
king the wayof Dam, the whichis ypon theriner that 
ooes from Bruges to Eſcluſe : vpon the way halfe a 
league from Dam, there 1s a water ( which cannot be 
caſihe waded through , by reaſon of the mudde) rhe 
which hath alittle Bridge and a Sluce, vatothe which 
the tide lowes: here the Arch-dukes men had entren- 
ched themſclues, ro the number of 4000. horſe and 
foote, ypon ſo ſtraight a paſſage, as but two _—_— 

os 
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could march in fronte : the fort was reafonably ſtrong, 1 5 9 4. 
and ſufficient to ſtay Prince Maurice his armic : yet at. 
ecr ſome reſiſtance they abandoned the place, and re- 
tired by Dam on the other {ide of the riuer; they left 
ypon the place 300.men flaine 8& hurt,and among the 
reſt there were two Captaines {laine, and three priſo- 
ners,two 1talrans and one Spaniard, and a Sargent Ma- 
ior {ore hurt, there were more taken priſoners then 
{laine. The ſame Souldiers being, retired(as hath beene 
faid)by Dam on the other ſide of the tiuer,made a ſhew 
asif they would once againe attend rhe Prince,.and to 
that end they lodged themſelues in a place of more ad- 
uitage then that which they had abandoned; they had 
agreat chanell by the which the ſcadid low vato 8ru- 
ges ,and with all the riuer 8 dikes which coucred them. 
The18.oft May part of the armic hauing bin all night 
in battaile the Lord of Chaſtillon hawing the point with 
apart of his regiment, thinking to charge the, he found 
they had left theplace.. The ſame day ar night che ar- 
mie camped bcfore Eſcluſe. 
The 23. day $.Georzes forte whichis vpon the banke 
of Eſcluſe yeelded.

The Reader ſhall be aduertiſed that the Arch-duke &,,1u6- 
doth prcile the towne of Often very hardly , for that on & end 
Prince Maurice is camped before Eſcluſe,ſo as they dai- _—_ 
ly make new attcmpts.to take Oftend : and they with- 
inthe Towne doe all they can to defend it, hauing 
made new retrenchments to that end, whereby we 
may conieQture they cannot be yet forced, yet eyther 
of them doe what they can to take or to defend the 
place: which is the occaſion why we end this booke, 
for that cuery three dayes they giue new aſſaults , the 
which would be but a repetition of thelike things we 
haue before ſet downe 3 and therefore the courtepus 
Reader ſhall content himiſelfe with this , vatill there 
ſhall fall our ſome other memorable thing,the which 


intime we will offer ynto his ſight. 
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A continuance of the fieges of Oſtend 


and Eſclyſe,with a pourtrait of the new 
retrenchments at Oſtend. 


WWE hauc heretofore ſaid that Prince Maurice had 

raken the Ile of Cadſandt,and ſer footing into the 
maineland of Flanders,to incatmpe himſclfe before Fe 
claſe,and to beſeege it. Betore we proceed any turther, 
we wlll cepreſcnt vato youthe ſcituation of the towne. 
Eſclufe is a Sea towne lying 1n the country of Flanders, 
which they call Flamigante,three leagues from Bruges 


and fiue from Middlebourg,in Zeland : In former times 


_ +. »it hath becneagoodand a richetowne , butthrough 
- ++ thequarrels and warres it hath had with the Brageors, 


it hath beene made ſubic& vntorthem, and much im- 
poucriſhed and diminiſhed. It hath a goodly ſpatious 
Haucn,capable of 500. ſhips; the towne is exceeding 
ſtrong both by Arte and Nature,inuironed of all ſides 
with the Sea, Mariſhes and drowned land + fo as in a 
maner itis inacceſlible, In the beginning of thewarres 
itheld forthe confederate Prouinces . The Prince of 
Parma bcſieged it inthe yeare 1587. and did batterit 
with thirty Canons and eight Culucrins , making a 
breach oftwo hundredand fiftie paces, where his men 

gaue ſ{cauen aflaults, and were valiantly repulſed by 
them within rhe towne, who fought for their les and 
liberties: In the end ſuccours comming within view 
of the rowne, and being hindred by the valour of the 
Prince of Parwa,cither to enter,or to do any other ex- 

ploite importing for their releefe, the beſieged after 
three moneths ſiege , yeelded vp the towne the 4. of 
Auguſt, vpon honourable conditions, Since which 

time 
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time Eſcluſe hath continued vnder the _ goucrn- 
ment,who haue ſo afflifted them with ſu 
ſons,and ſuch like vexations,as the greateſt part ofthe 
lanabitants haue abandoned it. The King of Spaine 
( by the aduiſe of Spigno/a ) made choile of this place 
for the retreate of his galleys, wherof we haue ſpoken 
before, and cucn when as his Excellencic came to in- 
campe before 1, there were ſome the which being 
made ynprofitable by his Excellencies forces, they of 
the towne drew forth the {laues , and ſent them away 
as vnprofitable mouthes , to ſpare their viQtuals which 
are very (cant. Theſe are they we hane ſcene in France 


ſome moneths ſince, who ſaued them(clues , when as 


their leaders were put to flight by his Excellencies 

en, His Excellencies quarter is ypon the Notth-ſide 
of the towne , whereas there are many Block-houſes 
and trenches , aſwell againſt the cowne as withour, to 
hinder the ſuccours . The ſecond quarter 15 Count Wik- 
lams,fortified almoſt like vnto his Excellencies. Count 
Erneſt quarter is ſome diſtance fromthe reſt, vpon the 
Weſt of the Towne, fortified with Black-houſes, ha- 
uing a bridge vpon Kreckto go to Steracubaurg vpon 
the South-weſt , In the drowned land there are fourc- 
teene ſhips and ſome Barkes with Block-honuſes,wher- 
as the Seigniouy de la Noot commaunds, His Excellen- 
cic hath cauſed ſome batteries to be made, bur they 
haue not yet doneany thing. He hopes to haue the 
towne by famine, the beſieged hauing great want of 
viQtuals,and eſpecially of freſh water. His Excellencic 
makes the Inhabicants of Flanders to contribute cucn 
Yew: the Gates of Gawnt,forthe entertainement of his 
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The Arch-duke in the beginning of Tuly wentto 
vilit the Infanta , andtoaſlure the inhabitants. As for 
the ſiege of 0texd , the Arch-dukes arnue conſiſts of 
cight or nine thouſand foote', and fiftreene hundred 
horſe , & euery day there entereth two thouſand men 
in guard into the trenches . the Sca having ruined the 
fortifications of the towne, and eſpecially their coun- 
terſcarfe, by the breach whereof the water hath runne 
out of the ditch, ſo asthe Arch-dukes men tooke it, 
& hauc gotten to the foote of the towne rampere. The 
Bourgnignons atc lodged omtheright hand, the Spani- 
ards on the left,and the 1talrans in the middeſt. 

"The ſecond of Tune the enemy blew vp a mine at 
PolderBulworke, the which did little harme to them 
of the Towne, but buried many of their owne men be- 
ing falty without : the which did coole the heate of the 
Arch-dukes men being ready to go to the aſſault. Ar 
the ſame time being come to handie blows,they of the 
Towne plaied with their Canon and Muskets vpon 
them, where there were about fifteene hundred laine 
and hurt, and of the Towne forty. 

The16. day, the befieged made afally,in thewhich 
they ſlue fiue or ſixeof them which laboured in the 
mines, and tooke foure or fiue priſoners, amongſt the 
which there was one of the chiefe Maiſters,and vnder- 
takers , who ſaide thatthe enemy did mine vnder the 


the Welt-gate: and that Spignola was extreame ſicke, 
whom they keld for dead.

T he 16. day the enemy blew vp a mine neere vnto 
the Weſt gate, the which wrought ſmall cfite& , the 
beſieged labourcd torepaire the breach whichrit had 
made, and did counter-mine continually. An Trtalian 
ſouldicr came and yeelded himſelfe into the Towne, 
who ſaid that there was another mine neere vnto it, 
which the enemy would blow vp the next day, & giue 
an aſſault, the which they did; but they were repulſed 


with great loſle of their men. 

There were diuers other mines and aſſaults, like in 
a maner to theformer,in one of them Captaine Hamil.- 
top a Scottiſhman was ſlaine; Berenavecht Gouernour 
of Oftend was alſo laine about the:ſame time: Colonell 
vtenhouen who was ſent to ſucceede him , had a Mus- 
ket ſhot through thenecke, Captaine Morquet doth 
now commaund there , being ſent by his Excellencie,

The trenchments being finiſhed,the beſieged reſgt- 
ued ro bandon the olde rampere to ſpare their men, It 
is a ſtrang thing & worthy of memory that they haus 
ſo long time diſputed for a rampere of thirty foote 
thicke, ſo much battered , mined, countermined and 
ſapt. The Spaniardes preſently zealſed ypon the olde 
rampere. 

The 15. of Iuly Colonell Marquet Gouernor of the 
Towne, cauſed afally to be made abour eight or nine 
of theclockeat night, to cloy the enemies Canon; of 
whom there were many {laine but ſecing the whole 
armie comming vpon them, they retired. 

The ſiege becing planted before Eſcluſe,they of oft- 
ende , thinking it would be a cauſe to make the Arch- 
duke to preſſe them more ſtraightly, to dinert his Ex- 
cellencic by this meanes from his entripriſe , Iaboured 
continually in their new retrenchments , making one 
bchinde an other, as you maye ſec in the portraite, 
{ecking out all inuentions poſſibly to rhartcnd, and to 
make the ſame firme,and to keepe ic from falling, they 
hauc thought ir good , b:fides the Bauins to mingle 
hay therewith and to fill ſackes 

Spignola,being recoucred of his {icknefle , prepared 
to barter the retrenchments vpon the cnd of July,

through the Princes campe , but allin vaine: ar length 
when he had tried all quarters with loſſe on cuery ſide, he

exccution : he went therefore at night to diſpoſe of all 
things, if the enemies ſhould preſent themſelues , which 
was to lodge few men in the two farit forts, which he had 
opinion they woutd afſaile, commanding the Captaines 
who had the charge thereof, to make ſome reſiſtance it 
the enenues came vpon them , and to retire into their 
trenches as men ſurpriſed and amazed , drawing them in 
as neerc as they could to his artillarie , which diſconered 
all; he had alſo lodged z2000.Musketiers neere vnto the, 
the Lord of Chittidongich ſix companies of French,and 
Colonel Yeer with fix of Engliſh, commanding that the 
artillerie ſhould not play vntill the enemies were come to 
handie blowes with them , to the end they might drawe 
on the other troopes that came to ſecond them into the 
trenches, he lodged his horſemen in ſuch ſort as they 
might ſerypon the enemie behinde during rhe fight, and 
ſo diſorder them,or to chargethe bands of Spantards, It a- 
hans,or Wallns, in their xetreat.as they pleaſed, The mn- 
tinadoes to the number of 2000. had the point, who gt- 
ung a furious charge before day , forced the firſt defen- 
ces,and centred the treach,where they made ſome reſiſt- 
ancein retiring : thoſe which commanded at the Artille- 
ric,ſeeing them ſo neere,with great aduantage,tooke the 
oportuniric to diſcharge their Canon,withour attending 
thoſe that were to ſecond them, ſo as h's Excellencies 
horſe could not come in time to charge them. The 2000 
men which firſt entred,ſeeing themſclues 1! intreated by 
the Canon and Musket ſhott,and part of them flaine and 
hurt, rhey retired in the darke to their other. troopes 
which fled. There were many men loſt in this charge. 
It was written to his Maieſtie that there were foure- 
{coare men of command ſſaine,amonght others the Mar- 
ques 
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ques of Rexty , borne of the houſes of Laldin and Croy; 150 4- 
Aijonſs Borgias, who commaided the Spaniſh toot-men 
Maintenon a French-man , the reſt were maiſters of the 


Campe, Capraines,and ſome voluntaric Gentlemen.

If they ſtayed vntill the next day , they ſhould then 


depatt with whicc wands. 

Bur if they temporized vnull the third day , he would 
not (utter them to carry away any thing but Halters 
about their necks, knowing they did it through malice, 


being preſt by extream? neceſlitie, being not bound 
therevnro in honour, ſeeing they had no hope of 1fuc« 


cours , but would gloric 1a ſhewing theinſe!ues obſti- 
nate. 

The two Captaines being returned into the Towne, 
made repart of the conditions propounded by Prince 
Maurice,but they could not reſolue to depart that day,
